The primary reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of a signal processing 
means that creates a reference file, as described in the claims, for recording the specific local 
differences of the microlenses in a microlens array, for comparison with a measurement file 
including the same local differences of the microlenses, the comparison of these two files 
yielding accurate data about the wavefront of the measurement file. The instant application is 
deemed to be an improvement over a standard Shack-Hartmann wavefront measuring array, 
which does not use various local differences, planned or accidental, in order to provide more 
accurate data about a wavefront.

U.S. Patent No. 5,493,391 to Neal et al. discloses a wavefront analysis device including a 
microlens array with microlenses including some planned local differences.
